The First Year of Municipal Efficiency, 


When the civil service law for Chi- 


cago was passed by the State Legisla- 
ture in 18UG, ostensibly taking an army 
of employes out of politics and placing 
it under-.the merit system, the subject 
was not sufficiently comprehended to 
result In the desired reform. 
The act 


provided that all city employes In the 
cities affected must, be classified and 
graded arid that promotion must lt« 
from the'lower to the higher grades 
by open competition. 


.•The question as to how the grades 


were to be constituted was not stipu- 
lated. 
When the civil service system 


was started the only feasible grading 
plan readily at hand appeared to bo 
one based on the salary received by 
the various employes, and a grading 
system was adopted with this factor aa 
a basis. The unsmindness of this plan 
began to be apparent when it wan 
found that in practice pay was deter- 
mined largely by political and personal 
"pull." The situation became such that 
much of the time of the finance com- 
mittee of the council itself, wan taken 
up, during each annual budget-malt- 
ing period, with wrangles over individ- 
ual salary claims.

it looks to a maintenance in general of present rates, or an ad- 
vance instead of revision or reduction downward. 
The report 


on the.investigation by the public service commission cleared 
the way. 
It showed earnings none too high. 
Following this 


occurred the severe depression in market and earnings of the 
railroad. The common sense with, which (he house of repre- 
sentatives faced th case led lo the belief thai il was impossible 
to get adequate public service under these conditions without 
affording a fair return on (he investment, or to hope for con- 
structive development in the transportation lieid without 
ability for proper financing. The measure will have lo contain 
safeguards to cover all periods, as well as those of stress. 
But 


Die feature of (he action is the radical change in a l t i t u d e of the 
legislature evidenced in its decision lo regard the development 
of the stale and sound conditions in the transportation field as 
intimately connected, an dlhc frankness with which they arc 
pulling this decision into statutory form'.—Boston Herald.
